I do make, ordain and publish this my last Will and Test- 
ament in the matter and form following First and principally. I recommend my 
soul to God and my body to the grave to be buried in a decent and Christian like 
manner nothing doubting but they will be reunited at the great day of the General 
resurrection.

MUKUftM'S Sl'ATJLlW 

In Montgomery county, Kentucky, east of Mt. Sterling, on one of the highest 
points in the area, stands an old stone house said to have been built about 17?6, 
that should be of interest to many natives of Decatur County, Indiana, It is 
known as Morgan's Station and is located on the site of the old Indian Fort knowr. 
by that name and founded about 1779 by Ralph Morgan, son of David Morgan. The 
house is still occupied, but there seems to be a dearth of information about it 
and its original founder. 

The Draper MSS - Kentucky, Vol. 12, in the University of Wisconsin, make 
numerous references to Morgan's Station, but actually give very little information 
about it. 

In the Library of Congress, Washington, D.C., there is a small pamphlet writ- 
ten md published in 1909 by the late William Allen Daily Who was also a descen- 
dant of Ralph Morgan. It is entitled "Genealogy of the Morgan Family-Descends ntc 
of David Morgan." 

Ralph Morgan was a surveyor, and in this way acquired vast land holdings . 
Early Kentucky tax records show that at one time he owned more than 12,000 acres 
of land in Montgomery and surrounding counties. 

He married Mrs. Prisilla Douglas sometime in 1?8U. Her maiden name is 
thought to have been Bryan and her first husband was William Douglas, killed by 
Indians, August 15, 1782, near Bryan's Station. They had two sons, William and 
David Douglas. Both Ralph Morgan and his wife were natives of Virginia. They 
had at least four children) Sarah and Drusilla who married brothers, James and 
William McCullough and both later came to Indiana. Drusilla McCullough is buried 
in the old cemetery in Westport, she was my great, great grandmother. The two 
sons were Abel and Rolla Morgan. 

David Morgan, the father of Ralph, is said to have been the sister of Sarah 
Morgan who married Squire Boone, the father of Daniel Boone. This I have not been 



able to verify, according to histories of the Boone family. Another interesting 
observation made by Mr. William Allen Daily was that .David Morgan and General 
Dar,lel Morgan of American Revolution fame were also brothers. This 1 have not as 
y?,t been able to confirm. 

One of Prisilla (Douglas) Morgan's sons, David- Douglas- is known to have o'crae 
to Decatur County - the Middlefork settlement - about l82h, according to the Lewis 
Harding History of Decatur County. He was a New Xight minister and early Decatur 
County marriage records show a number of marriages performed by him. He and his 
half brother, Abel Morgan are said to have been buried in a cemetery about five 
miles west of Greensburg. I do not know either the 'name or exact location of 
this cemetery. 

History tells us that on the 1st of April,/ 1793' Saster Monday' - on the 
last raid that the Indians made in Kentucky, Morgan's Station was raided and 
burned. About nineteen persons were carried away as prisoners, one old man and 
one woman who was unable to travel were killed. 

I have visited Morgan's Station and was invited by the present occupants to 
go through the old house. The walls are about two Te 3 t •thick, the huge fireplaces 
in the two main downstairs rooms are interesting as is the cave located just be- 
low the crest of the hill back of the house where a spring still furnishes water 
for the old stone house. The remnants of an old burying ground are located in the 
garden in front of the house. We scraped mud from some of -the' old stones' search- 
ing for Morgan names, but found none. Many of the stdnes were primitive field 
stones, others bore tames other than Morgan, 

The old Indian Fort on Slate Creek should be rich' in history of interest to 
any of the descendants of Ralph and Prisilla. I wonder if any other natives of 
Decatur County can contribute more information about it and its founder. Signifi- 
cant names are: Morgan, McCullough, Ewing, Douglas and Howard.

I, Elias Jarrard, of the County of Decatur and State of Indiana, being in a low 
state of health, but of perfect mind and memory uid calling to mind the mortality 
of my body, the local situation of my worldly affairs and knoxtfing that it appoint- 
ed all men once to die, I do make, ordain and publish this my last Will and Test- 
ament in t.be matter and form following First and principally, I recommend my 
soul to God and my body to the grave to be buried in a decent and Christian like 
manner nothing doubting but they will be reunited at the great day of the General 
resurrection. 

Secondly,, as respects my personal goods and chattels, I give and dispose of them 
all to my beloved wife, Joannah, during her natural life, if she shall so long 
continue a widow, to assist her in raising my children which I direct and confi- 
dentially hope she will appreciate in that way. And at my wife's death or marri- 
age my pes-aonal goods and chattels together with their increase or decrease shall 
be equally divided among my 5 daughters,

IT CAN BE DO NE 
The almost literal reconstruction of 
the Nauvoo Cemetery Northwest of 
Burney is an example of what can be 
done for the old burial grounds of De- 
catur County* At a cost of approxi- 
mately '$300 donated by the Alley fami- 
ly and by other members of the commun- 
ity interested in the cemetery, an over- 
grown weed patch, has become a neatly 
trimmed plot and stones overthrown and 
broken by vandals have been repaired 
and reset in cement. Already some 
evergreens have been planted and no 
doubt other landscaping will be done 
in the spring. Now, this cemetery, 
set on a hill overlooking the surround- 
ing country is a matter of pride to 
Clay Township, There are other neg- 
lected burials grounds in Decatur 
County, Perhaps they, too, can be 
made to show our reverence and re- 
spect for men and women who have made 
our American way of life possible.

MCMiAlM'S SIATJLUfl 

In Montgomery county, Kentucky, east of Mt. Sterling, on one of the highest 
points in the area, stands an old stone house said to have been built about 1796, 
that should be of interest to many natives of Decatur County, Indiana* It is 
known as Morgan's Station and is located on the site of the old Indian Fort known 
by that name and founded about 1779 by Ralph Morgan, son of David Morgan. The 
house is still occupied, but there seems to be a dearth of information about it 
and its original founder* 

The Draper MSS - Kentucky, Vol. 12, in the University of Wisconsin, make 
numerous references to Morgan's Station, but actually give very little information 
about it. 

In the Library of Congress, Washington, D.C., there is a small pamphlet writ- 
ten and published in 1909 by the late William Allen Daily who was ^so a descen- 
dant of Ralph Morgan. It is entitled "Genealogy of the Morgan Family-Descendants 
of David Morgan." 

Ralph Morgan was a surveyor, and in this way acquired vast land holdings. 
Early Kentucky tax records show that at one time he owned more than 12,000 acres 
of land in Montgori^y and surrounding counties. 

He married Mrs* Frisilla Douglas sometime in 178U. Her maiden name is 
thought to have been Bryan and her first husband was William Douglas, killed by 
Indians, August 15, 1782, near Bryan ! s Station. They had two sons, William and 
David Douglas. Both Ralph Morgan and his wife were natives of Virginia. They 
had at least four children,- Sarah and Drusilla who married brothers, James and 
William McCullough and both later came to Indian^. Drusilla McCullough is buried 
in the old cemetery in Westport, she was my great, great grandmother. The two 
sons were Abel and Rolla Morgan, 

David Morgan, the father of Ralph, is said to have been the sister of Sarah 
Morgan who married Squire Boone, the father of Daniel Boone. This I have not been 



able to verify, according to histories of the Boone family,. Another interesting 
observation made by Mr. William Allen Daily was that David Morgan and Genera] 
Daniel Morgan of American Revolution fame were also brothers . This I have not as 
yet been able to confirm. 

One of Prisilla (Douglas) Morgan's sons, David Douglas is known to have nome 
to Decatur County - the Middlefork settlement - about 182U, according to the Lewis 
Harding History of Decatur County, He was a New Light minister and early Decatur 
County marriage records show a number of marriages performed by him. He and his 
half brother, Abel Morgan are said to have been buried in a cemetery about five 
miles west of Greensburg. I do not know either the name or exact location of 
this cemetery. 

History tells us that on the 1st of April, 1793 - Easter Monday - on the 
last raid that the Indians made in Kentucky, Morgan's Station was raided and 
burned. About nineteen persons were carried away as prisoners, one old man and 
one woman who was unable to travel were killed. 

I have visited Morgan's Station and was invited by the present occupants to 
go through the old house. The walls are about two feet thick, the huge fireplaces 
in the two main downstairs rooms are interesting as is the cave located just be- 
low the crest of the hill back of the house where a spring still furnishes water 
for the old stone house. The remnants of an old burying ground are located in the 
garden in front of the house. We scraped mud from some of the old stones search- 
ing for Morgan names, but found none. Many of the stones were primitive field 
stones, others bore names other than Morgan. 

The old Indian Fort on Slate Creek should be rich in history of interest to 
any of the descendants of Ralph and Prisilla. I wonder if any other natives of 
Decatur County can contribute more information about it and its founder. Signifi- 
cant names are: Morgan, McCullough, Ewing, Douglas and Howard.

CHITWOOD 

The M. LOUISA CHITWOOD CLUB on June 9th 
dedicated a marker to the memory of 
Maria krnisa Chitwood ( 1832-1855) early 
Franklin County poetess, at Mfc. Carmel| 
Indiana. It is interesting to note 
that Miss Chitwood is buried in South 
Park cemetery at Greensburg alongside 
her mother, Mary A. Tucker. Quoting 
POETS & POETRY OF INDIANA it was said 
''Miss Mary Louisa Chitwood was next 
to Sarah T. Bolton, the most widely 
known of the Indiana poets of her time". 
Her first peem "THE SNOW" was publish- 
ed at the age of twelve, and her pub- 
lished book of poems reached the third 
printing. She has been affectionately 
referred to as "The Little Daughter of 
the Woods". She lived in the time of 
Phoebe and Alice Cary and but for her 
untimely death would have gone to New 
York to spend a year with the Cary 
sisters. It was written in 1912 that 
Miss Chitwood 's mother was of a poetic 
temperment and wrote some verses which 
were published. Other sources say that 
t ho father, Dr. G. R. Chitwood, was a 
writer and a poet. A catalogue of the 
now non-existent Mt. Carmel Academy 
lists ^aria "^cuisa Chitwood and Alfred 
C. Jenkins late of Decatur County as 
student-instructors there. 

Mr. Virgil Davis, Brookville High 
School faculty member and Franklin 
County historian, gave the dedicatory 
address and as Mrs. Howard Dickson, the 
president so graciously stated, none 
could have done better. The tea held 
afterward in the adjoining Presbyter- 
ian Church basement was a pleasant 
arid fitting climax to the occasion. 
Attending from Decatur County were 
Mr. and Mrs. Grant Henderson, Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Guilkey, Miss Alice Andrew 
and Mr. and Mrs . Paul H # Huber.

mile from Greensburg having left the said County road a few rods to the left, thence 
North 5° decrees, East intersecting the County Road again, opposite the house of 
Robert Ross, Thence with the said County Road a few rods, thence East (leaving the 
road to the left) 300 poles intersecting the road again, at or near, a place of 
notoriety on said Road, called the line lick, thence with the Section line called 
Boman's tract, thence pursuing a course of South 6$ E. until that course strikes 
th<? head fork of a creek called Bee Camp, Thence down said Creek, (as marked) to 
the mouth thereof, crossing the main fork of Salt Creek, at an excellent fording. 
Thence running a course N £6 E up a point following the east ground for a road 
(as marked) and intersecting the County Road again at the 10 mile treej thence 
with said County Road to the County line making a distance of ten miles and k3 
poles from Greensburg to said line, thence with said road to when it forks near the 
plantation of Fitzpattrick. Thence running N 20 B 15 po. to a stake. Thence 
N 70 E U6 poles to a stake. Thence N 22 E 20 poles to a stake. Thence N 5 E 12 
pojes to Fitchpattricks fence near his house. Thence east with his lane to the 
County Road again, near the fording of Main Salt Creek, (being all the way care- 
fully marked). Thence with the said County Road again down the creek to Marlin 
branch, thence up said branch (as marked) following its meanden to a tree, marked 
A at the foot of a ridge near its fork thence pursuing a course of N 6k E until 
it strikes a road (leading from the mouth of the Bull fork of Sglt Creek to John 
Alleys on the walnut fork, thence down said fork to its mouth intersecting a County 
Road (leading from Brookville up Pipe Creek) at the fording of said Creek. Thence

with said Road to the Mouth of Snail Creek, crossing White Water, at Martin fording, 
thence with the said County Road down White Water intersecting the State Road,lead^ 
ing from Brookville to Indianapolis near the Sylvia Factory, thence with said State 
Road to the Public Square in the town of Brookville making the distance of thirty 
one miles and 70 poles from Greensburgh in Decatur County to Brookville in Franklin 
County, Indiana. The whole of this route asagreed upon by the Commissioners was 
carefully marked with a small tomahawk and when the said Road is located on a County 
Road, already established it is designed to run on said road precisely and when a 
deviation takes place the mark and blazes are to be followed exactly.

A BOOK COMES HOM E 

Thanks are due Mrs* Robert Hamilton 
Steele, of Topeka, Kansas, for remem- 
bering the Decatur County Historical 
Society in giving to the local group 
recently a splendid copy of the ^Illus- 
trated Historical Atlas of Decatur Coun- 
ty, Indiana, 1882." 

Mrs. Steele, who is a native of Kansas, 
sends the information that her late hus- 
band was the son of Robert B. Steele 
and Mary Adams, The parents of Mary 
Adams were Nancy Hamilton who was born 
in Decatur County in 1826, and Jacob 
Clendenin Adams. Their marriage took 
place in Greensburg in l8ii? and they 
lived in Indiana until 1871 when they 
moved to Topeka, Kansas* They return- 
ed to Indiana where Mr. Adams died at 
Kingston in 1881. 

Mr, Adams spent some of his years as 
a teacher and during his years of farm- 
ing he was the inventor of the first 
"two-row corn dropper, covering the 
seed with a. wheel*' 1 . Others in the 
Adams family served as missionaries in 
Korea. Annie Laurie Adams married 
Dr. William Baird, a missionary, and 
has been credited with translating the 
Bible into the Korean language. Rev. 
James Adams was a missionary in K 0 rea. 

In graciously offering this valuable 
book to our association, Mrs. Steele 
may be setting a precedent that others 
would do well to follow. Perhaps 
others who have records, rosters, let- 
ters, programs, and other such matter 
of historical interest will want to 
add to our association's collection of 
documentary material when the material 
no longer has a place in their home.

THE CIVIL ttR 



All over the U.s # A. - in the South as well as the North - great, prepara- 
tions are being made' to observe the one hundredth anniversary of the Civil kar« 

For quite some years there has been a vigorous revival of interest in 
this conflict, with many Civil War Round Tables being organised through the 
states. One of the earliest and perhaps the most active is. in Chicago* It is 
interesting to note the number of young Civil War Buffs in these organizations * 

Many of our best selling novels have a Civil War background, .in fact this 
was the case as far back as Ivorld War II. Previously there had been "Gone With 
the Wind 11 which is said to be the most popular novel of the 20th Century. 

Although it has been almost a hundred years since the first shot. was fired, 
we Americans cannot even agree on a name for our Civil War, Between the .States, 
much less on what caused it. When the fighting started the South referred to it 
as "War of Independence 11 and "War of Separation 11 j however the Confederates who 
saw action called it "The War" and the ^orth, the "War of Rebellion". The name 
"Civil War". has taken precedence over all others but the South has never liked 
it and often refers to the conflict as the "uar Between, the States": (which was 
taken from the title of a book written by the Vice-President of the Confederacy) 
especially in the presence of Yankees, for the sole purpose of argument. 

This was was a madness that cost a young country more than. 600,000 dead 
men - an American toll larger than World War I and II combined, with the Korean 
War thrown in. 

It gave us Dixie, the South's fight song written by a Yankee ^ and the 
North's anthem, "The Battle Hymn of the Republic", based on an old Southern 
Plantation melody. It also gave us the Income Tax, our first draft, a submarine 
that torpedoed a warship and averaged more than a battle a, day for four long 
years,* 

It brought graft, scandals and suicides, made millionaires and sent bro- 
thers and cousins against each other. 

This terrible war has been blamed on slavery, states 1 rights, the pro- 
tective tariff, southern treason and many other things, but like its name, we 
Americans cannot agree* 

In the next four years much is going to be heard about this conflict 
which has been called "The First Modern War" and "The Last Romantic One".

One of Nature's Beauty Spots 

There are a thousand pleasant homes 
in Greensburg. All about it are hills 
and valleys, orchards and forests - 
'jfair as the garden of the Lord". Out 
to the south the turnpike runs past 
other homes, under the shade of beech 
and maple trees, between the fields 
that never failed the husbandman, bend- 
ing a little first to the right, then 
to the left, now in the low lands, then 
leading you over the hills of delight- 
that is the road to"the center". 

Down past the toll gate where a wo- 
man steps from the door just as your 
horse breasts the bar across the high- 
way- a woman who looks at you mutely 
till you jingle your coin and force 
her into speech by the query "How much?" 
"How far?" is her answer, and she takes 
your pennies in a weary way and lets 
you pass. Down past the old quarry 
where three men were killed one summer 
day, and where their ghosts still lin- 
ger about the awful rocks that crushed 
their bodies; down across the little 
bridge, over the Bennett Hill-and here 
is Harris City. Not a real metropolis, 
you understand,* only a little group of 
houses about another quarry, only a 
crowded store and a little shop, only 
a cluster of derrick beams and some 
waiting cars with loads of limestone. 
Off to the right when you strike £he 
creek, along its bank till you pass 
"suspension bridge "-a swinging foot- 
path from bluff to bluff-around to the 
left this time with the bottom lands 
on the one hand and the bulging barns 
on the other.

CHITWOOD 

The M. LOUISA CHITWOOD CLUB on June 9th 
dedicated a marker to the memory of 
Maria ^ouisa Chitwood (1832-1855) early 
Franklin County poetess, at Mfc. Carmel, 
Indiana. It is interesting to note 
that Miss Chitwood is buried in South 
Park cemetery at Greensburg alongside 
her mother, Mary A. Tucker. Quoting 
POETS & POETRY OF INDIANA it was said 
"Miss Mary Louisa Chitwood was next 
to Sarah T« Bolton, the most widely 
known of the Indiana poets of her time 1 ?. 
Her first poem "THE SNOW" was publish- 
ed at ^ tfre age of twelve, a nd her p ub ** 
lished^bofiToF poems reached the iliircl 
printing. She has been affectionately 
referred to as "The Little Daughter of 
the Woods". She lived in the time of 
Phoebe and Alice Cary and but for her 
untimely death would have gone to New 
York to spend a year with the Cary 
sisters. It was written in 1912 that 
Miss Chitwood 's mother was of a poetic 
temperment and wrote some verses which 
were published. Other sources say that 
the father, Dr. G. R. Chitwood, was a 
writer and a poet. A catalogue of the 
now non-existent Mt. Carmel Academy 
lists ^aria ^ouisa Chitwood and Alfred 
C. Jenkins late of Decatur County as 
student-instructors there.

To the Clerk of the Decatur Circuit Court, Greeting: 

This is to certify that we, the undersigned Commissioners appoints to view 
and locate a State Road from Greensburgh in Decatur County, to Brookville in 
Franklin County and after being duly sworn, according to law, proceeded to view 
and locate said road agreeably to said act* 

In Testimony Whereof we have hereunto set our hands this 26th day of May, 



The undersigned being appointed surveyor, by the Gpmmissioners who were autho- 
rized by Act of Assembly to locate a State Road from Greensburgh, in Decatur County, 
to Brookville in Franklin County, State of Indiana, Beg leave to Report, that duly 
sworn did proceed in company with the above mentioned Commissioners, (to-wit), 
John G. Kindall, Charles Marlin and Asa Davis, who were also sworn according to law 
on the 22" day of May; 1832, at the public square in Gr^ensburg, Decatur County, 
and running thence due east on a section line and County Road, already located 
from Greensburg to Brookville to the N.E. corner of Barlow Aldridge 1 s farm 3 l/2 
mile from Greensburg having left the said County road a few rods to the left, thence 
North 5° decrees, East intersecting the County Road again, opposite the house of 
Robert Ross, Thence with the said County Road a few rods, thence East (leaving the 
road to the left) 300 poles intersecting the road again, at or near, a place of 
notoriety on said Road, called the line lick, thence with the Section line called 
Boman's tract, thence pursuing a course of South 6$ E. until that course strikes 
the head fork of a creek called Bee Camp, Thence down said Creek, (as marked) to 
the mouth thereof, crossing the main fork of Salt Creek, at an excellent fording. 
Thence running a course N 1^6 E up a point following the east ground for a road 
(as marked) and intersecting the County Road again at the 10 mile tree; thence 
with said County Road to the County line making a distance of ten miles and U3 
poles from Greensburg to said line, thence with said road to when it forks near the 
plantation of Fitzpattrick. Thence running N 20 B 1$ po. to a stake. Thence 
N 70 E lib poles to a stake. Thence N 22 E 20 poles to a stake. Thence N 5 E 12 
poles to Fitchpattricks fence near his house. Thence east with his lane to the 
County Road again, near the fording of Main Salt Creek, (being all the way care- 
fully marked). Thence with the said County Road again down the creek to Marlin 
branch, thence up said branch (as marked) following its meanden to a tree, marked 
A at the foot of a ridge near its fork thence pursuing a course of N 61; E until 
it strikes a road (leading from the mouth of the Bull fork of Salt Creek to John 
Alleys on the walnut fork, thence down said fork to its mouth intersecting a County 
- Road (leading from Brookville up Hpe Creek) at the fording of said Creek. Thence

Road to the Public Square in the town of Brookville making the distance of thirty 
one miles and 70 poles from Greensburgh in Decatur County to Brookville in Franklin 
County, Indiana* The whole of this route asagreed upon by the Commissioners was 
carefully marked with a small tomahawk and when the said Road is located on a County 
Road, already established it is designed to run on said road precisely and when a 
deviation takes place the mark and blazes are to be followed exactly.

A BOOK COMES HOME 

Thanks are due Mrs. Robert Hamilton 
Steele, of Topeka, Kansas, for remem- 
bering the Decatur County Historical 
Society in giving to the local group 
recently a splendid copy of the lt Illus~ 
trated Historical Atlas of Decatur Coun- 
ty, Indiana, 1882." 

Mrs. Steele, who is a native of Kansas, 
sends the information that her late hus- 
band was the son of Robert B. Steele 
and Mary Adams. The parents of Mary 
Adams were Nancy Hamilton who was born 
in Decatur County in 1826, and Jacob 
Clendenin Adams. Their marriage took 
place in Greensburg in l8ii9 and they 
lived in Indiana until 1871 when they 
moved to Topeka, Kansas. They return- 
ed to Indiana where Mr. Adams died at 
Kingston in 1881. 

Mr, Adams spent some of his years as 
a teacher and during his years of farm- 
ing he was the inventor of the first 
"two-row corn dropper, covering the 
seed with a wheel". Others in the 
Adams family served as missionaries in 
Korea. Annie Laurie Adams married 
Dr. Milliam Baird, a missionary, and 
has been credited with translating the 
Bible into the Korean language. Rev. 
James Adams was a missionary in Korea. 

In graciously offering this valuable 
book to our association, Mrs. Steele 
may be setting a precedent that others 
would do well to follow. Perhaps 
others who have records, rosters, let- 
ters, programs, and other such matter 
of historical interest will want to 
add to our association's collection of 
documentary material when the material 
no longer has a place in their home.

Dr. R. J. DEPEW 

Dr. R. J. DePew was bom in Ky. 
Feb. lU, 1815 • He was the son of 
Abraham and Mildred Bebree DePew." 
The father was a soldier in the War 
of 1812, serving under Col. Richard 
Johnston, hence the son was named 
Richard Johnson DePew. At the age of 
17 he entered the : office of his "half 
brother, Dr. Cornett to study medi- 
cine here for four years and later en- 
tered medical school in Lexington, Ky*, 
from which place he graduated in 181*0.; 
He then came to St. Omer .and began, 
the practice of medicine there. On 
Feb. 13>, 1866^ he was married to Emma . 
Ely.' At this time St. Paul began 'to 
grow faster, than St. Omer, so Dr. 
DePew moved his neV bride to this 
place. He practiced medicine here and 
at St. Omer for k$ years at a time 
when the country was rough and the 
roads even rougher, if what was in use 
then, could be called roads. The cur- 
ing of sickness seemed to be of great- 
er consequence to him than collecting 
his bills and he never kept books. 
Sometimes a patient would come ir^ to 
settle and the doctor would be uriable 
to produce a statement. At such 
times he would say,' "Hell you name the 
amount you think it should be and I'll 
do the same and then we Ml. split the 
difference. 

After his retirement, he lived 
quietly in his home in St. Paul and a 
short time before his death, moved to 
Indianapolis where he died Feb. 11, 
1897. 

A very ornate memorial has been 
erected to this man in University Park 
in Indianapolis / Ubough vfcy in Indiana- 
polis instead of St. Paul, I cannot say. 
It seems to me that such a man would 
rather be remembered in" a community 
that asks why his memorial was not put 
up rather than in one that asks why it:
